FAIR PROPOSITION. 


WASHINGTON-, Nov. 24th.—Col. Thos. 


A. Scott has announced his purpose 
openly to conie to Congress at the np- 
proaching session and ask aid for his 
Texas-Pacific road. He snys he wants 
§70,000,000 iu all to complete the road. 
This he proposes to raise in forty-year 
bonds, the interest on which, nt five per 
cent., gold, he proposes to ask Congress 
to guarantee. To secure the Govern- 
ment it is proposed to turn over all land 
grants, all machinery, track, rolling 
stock and appurtenances, aud to issue 
bonds only as fast as the road is com- 
pleted in sections at the fate of £30,000 
per mile for the plains, and S-10,000 a 
mile for heavy grading. Scott says he 
is confident he will never be obliged to 
ask the Gpveramcnt to pay a coupon. 
and that it is proposed to pay the in- 
terest on the first tour years Out of the 
proceeds of bonds.
